ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  twenty-eighth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year 
1992  this  Board  conducted  eleven  (11)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the 
Zoning  By-laws  were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of 
these  cases,  eight  were  approved  and  three  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variance  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its 
members  find  due  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to 
build  and  when  granting  of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect 
the  public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not 
provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that 
arise  from  the  strict  application  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  or¬ 
dinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all  beneficial  use  of 
his  land.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  William  Johnson  for  his  19  years  of 
service.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

ANNUAL  REPORT  -  DIGHTON,  MASS. 
DECEMBER  31,  1992 

On  June  30,  1992  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed 
thirty-three  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce 
mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  used 
several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mos¬ 
quitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the 
ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mos¬ 
quitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled 
catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their 
type  and  number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trap¬ 
ping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito 
populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 
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Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mos¬ 
quito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as 
breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use 
pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  en¬ 
vironment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides 
as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England 
area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  lar- 
viciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure 
that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito 
populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide 
applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly 
basis. 

During  the  spring  of  1992  water  levels  in  most  wetand  areas  were  lower 
than  normal  as  a  result  of  below  average  precipitation  during  the  winter  and 
spring.  Because  of  many  breeding  sites  having  lower  water  levels  the  spring 
brood  was  not  as  heavy  as  in  past  years. 

Although  water  levels  and  mosquito  populations  were  down  the  Mass. 
Dept,  of  Public  Health  was  still  concerned  that  the  EE  virus  could  become  a 
problem  during  the  late  sumer.  The  mosquito  control  and  DPH  worked 
together  to  monitor  mosquito  populations  and  keep  abreast  of  any  virus  activi¬ 
ty.  Our  light  traps  as  well  as  those  of  DPH  continued  to  show  lower  popula¬ 
tions  for  the  entire  season  than  originally  expected.  Isolations  of  the  EE  virus 
were  extremely  low  and  there  were  no  reported  cases  of  EE  in  either  horses  or 
humans  in  Bristol  County. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  areas  which  were  mostly  coastal 
saltmarshes  the  1992  mosquito  season  was  relatively  quiet.  Our  tractors  are 
currently  correcting  the  drainage  problems  that  caused  problems  in  these 
areas. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular 
spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of  1,144.8  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  69  catch  basins  that  were 
found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of 
2,450  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and  1 ,600  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was 
reclaimed.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  3,455  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in 
the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to 
relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management 
work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel 
free  to  call  our  office.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGHTON  FROM  THE 
COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Dighton  during  1992.  SRPEDD  (pronounced 
sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

It  continues  to  be  a  difficult  period  for  local  government  in 
Massachusetts,  with  the  fiscal  crisis  and  the  economic  recession  providing  dou¬ 
ble  trouble  for  the  region.  We  spent  a  considerable  part  of  1992  on  these  two 
issues,  working  on  regional  approaches  to  both  problems. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Dighton  was  represented  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  by  Allan  Campbell  and  Thomas  Andrews.  The  Joint 
Transportation  Planning  group  representative  was  Allan  Campbell  and  Gene 
Nelson  as  alternate.  Allan  Campbell  also  served  as  Past  Chairman  for  the 
Commission.

Some  of  SRPEDD’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1992  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for  transportation 
and  economic  development  project. 

•  Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation, 
which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1992,  SEED  ap¬ 
proved  loans  to  15  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $2  million.  These  loans 

are  projected  to  create  87  new  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  over 
$3.5  million  from  private  sources. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects 
in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This 
year,  we  reviewed  28  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic, 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related 
issues. 

•  13  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consisten¬ 
cy  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a 
computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  to  the 
present  throughout  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route 
evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and 
overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

•  SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  13  towns 
and  has  provided  pavement  management  assistance  to  6  towns. 

•  Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  organized  the  third  Earthlab 
Conference  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College  in  November. 

•  SRPEDD  organized  a  regional  economic  development  coordinating  effort  in 
Bristol  &  Plymouth  Counties  called  the  Massasoit  Compact. 

•  SRPEDD  participates  actively  with  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  in  the  multi¬ 
agency  effort  to  clean  up  and  preserve  Buzzards  Bay. 

•  SRPEDD  set  up  a  new  Data  Center  to  coordinate  information  gathering  and 
dissemination  to  the  public.  Its  first  task  was  to  update  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Fact  Book,  which  contains  data  on  all  aspects  of  the  region. 

•  After  an  absence  of  several  years,  the  municipal  assistance  program  was 
resumed  in  1992.  The  principal  activities  are  a  reference  library  of  municipal 
zoning  and  land  use  regulations,  a  catalog  of  state  grant  programs  and  a 
municipal  advice  workshop  to  be  held  in  the  spring  1993. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Technical  Assistance 
(OTA)  to  establish  a  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Source  Reduction  Ad- 
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visory  Committee.  This  committee  is  made  up  of  representatives  from  fif¬ 
teen  local  businesses  and  three  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  will  address  in¬ 
dustrial  use  and  production  of  hazardous  materials  in  the  manufacturing 
process. 

•  SRPEDD  is  undertaking  the  development  of  a  regional  multi-modal 
transportation  plan  which  is  mandated  by  the  federal  Intermodal  Surface 
Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (ISTEA). 

•  Under  development  is  a  regionwide  travel  demand  model  which  will  simulate 
traffic  conditions  into  the  21st  century. 

•  SRPEDD  obtained  in  1992  a  Geographic  Information  System  which  greatly 
enhances  our  ability  to  manipulate  data  and  produce  thematic  maps. 

•  SRPEDD  started  a  project  to  assist  thirteen  towns  to  develop  an  economic 
development  strategy.  The  project  will  examine  current  economic  condi¬ 
tions,  attitudes  towards  business,  local  zoning  and  land  use  regulations,  and 
development  policies. 

•  SRPEDD  started  work  on  a  planning  study  for  the  lower  reach  of  the  Taun¬ 
ton  River.  The  project  will  examine  the  natural,  cultural  and  recreational 
resources  of  the  Taunton  River  and  develop  a  plan  to  preserve  and  enhance 
those  resources. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  in  1993.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Again  the  delay  in  not  receiving  “Cherry  Sheet”  figures  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue  in  a  timely  fashion  resulted  in  a  delay  in  issuing  the  tax  bills. 
If  we  receive  the  information  on  time  our  bills  will  be  on  time. 

Tax  rates  increased  .69  (residential)  and  .81  (commercial)  per  thousand. 
Adjacent  communities  of  Taunton,  Raynham  and  Rehoboth  experienced  even 
higher  increases.  Dighton  ranked  243  out  of  351  cities  and  towns  for  average 
single  family  tax  bills. 

The  Assessors  Office  has  a  new  member  as  of  June  1 ,  1992.  Pauline  Smith 
brings  to  the  office  many  years  of  experience  from  Somerset  where  she  holds 
the  position  of  Assistant  Assessor.  Welcome  aboard  Pauline. 

Authorization  was  given  and  funds  allocated  to  purchase  a  computer  and 
related  hardware  at  the  May  4,  1992  Town  Meeting.  The  system  and  software 
are  in  place  and  the  “loading”  is  in  progress.  Assessors  Office  Manager, 
Margery  Marshall  is  keypunching  all  the  information.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
have  our  system  fully  loaded  and  ready  for  Fiscal  1995  full  revaluation. 

We  wish  to  extend  a  great  deal  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Janice 
Boucher,  Town  Accountant  and  Fire  Chief  Joseph  White  for  their  assistance 
in  our  computer  transition. 

The  Board  wishes  to  extend  gratitude  to  all  the  Town  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  through  the  year,  enabling  us  to  perform  our  duties.  We 
thank  the  citizens  of  Dighton  for  their  co-operation  and  welcome  any  ques¬ 
tions  and  visits  concerning  their  properties.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


1992  will  be  remembered  as  a  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commis¬ 
sioners.  In  the  March  election,  Walter  P.  Godek  was  reelected  to  the  Board  for 
another  three  year  term;  the  Board  congratulates  him  on  his  reelection. 

The  Board  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  of  the  month.  If  you  would 
like  to  meet  with  the  Board  we  ask  that  you  call  our  office  and  make  an  ap¬ 
pointment  to  be  on  our  agenda. 

In  November,  the  Board  voted  on  the  January  1993  sewer  rates.  The  rates 
are  the  same  as  for  the  year  1992.  We  hope  that  rates  will  remain  the  same  for 
the  second  half  billing  year  1993  since  the  city  of  Taunton  has  hired  a  new  firm 
to  manage  its  wastewater  treatment  plant.  According  to  early  figures  the  city  is 
saving  at  least  30%  of  cost  of  running  the  plant  and  we  will  share  in  some  of 
those  savings. 

The  rates  are  as  follows: 


Residential:  $25.00  minimum  fee* 

Cubic  feet  of  water  used  x  .0165 

A  20%  discount  to  those  with  no  outstanding  sewer  bills. 
*  Duplex  houses/apartments  add  $25.00  per  living  unit 


Business:  $25.00  minimum  fee 

Cubic  feet  of  water  used  x  .0165 
No  discount 

Industrial:  $75.00  minimum  per  meter 

$30.00  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  used 
No  discount  -  minimum  bill  is  no  less  than  $75.00 


If  any  resident  has  a  question  about  their  sewer  bills,  please  feel  free  to  at¬ 
tend  one  of  the  Sewer  Commissioners’  meetings.  Bills  are  mailed  out  in 
January  and  July. 

Other  interesting  news  of  the  year:  The  Hovnanian  Court  Case  is  still  be¬ 
ing  battled  in  the  Appeals  Court  System;  however,  so  far  no  judgement  has 
been  unfavorable  to  the  Town  of  Dighton.  The  Board  is  working  closely  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  the  new  sewer  extension  for  Somerset 
Avenue.  Streets  included  to  have  sewer  are  Old  Somerset  Avenue,  the  rest  of 
Lincoln  Avenue,  Riverside  Avenue,  Gray  Terrace,  Lou  Lane,  part  of  Tremont 
Street,  and  Somerset  Avenue.  This  Board  is  working  for  the  sewer  extension 
completion  date  to  be  August,  1993.  The  low  bidder  for  the  construction  phase 
was  G.  Lopes,  Taunton,  MA  and  the  bid  was  awarded  on  December  9,  1992. 
Tighe  and  Bond  Consultant  Engineers  will  provide  the  inspection  for  the  con¬ 
struction  phase.  At  this  point,  we  are  beginning  construction  on  the  project.

In  1991,  we  continued  preventative  maintenance  on  the  equipment  such  as 
the  generators  and  sump  pumps.  The  Department  is  continuing  this  policy  for 
1992.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
DIGHTON  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  has  made  progress  in  getting  material 
assembled  to  get  recognition  of  the  Wharfs  Historical  District  as  a  National 
Historical  landmark.  Few  people  believe  that  the  “Molasses  Affair”  in  1774 
was  a  precursor  of  the  American  Revolution.  This  fact  alone  makes  the 
Wharfs  District  significant  historically. 

We  recognize  that  change  is  continuous  in  the  town.  The  removal  of 
Lassens  Garage,  a  60  year  landmark  was  noted  with  pictures  taken  and  a  news 
article  arranged.  The  Chandler  house  on  Somerset  Avenue  was  taken  apart 
board  by  board  by  a  contractor  who  sold  the  old  timbers  for  use  in  other 
homes.  We  visited  the  contractor  to  determine  the  structural  history  of  the 
house.  The  house  replaced  a  previous  house  in  1789.  The  ash  tree  in  the  yard 
shaded  the  owners  for  more  than  200  years  as  determined  by  growth  ring 
count. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  are  always  willing  to  discuss  town 
history  and  lend  an  ear  to  objection  to  progress  that  destroys  town  landmarks.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Mrs.  Joan  Medeiros  left  the  library  at  the  end  of  July  for  a  new  position 
as  librarian  at  Taunton  High  School.  Trustees  and  staff  as  well  as  Friends  con¬ 
vey  congratulations  and  best  wishes. 

Welcome  to  new  trustee  Michael  Duddy  who  has  already  become  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  group  of  active  and  involved  trustees:  Chairman  Patrick  W. 
Menges  and  Secretary  Mrs.  Patricia  Gailes. 

In  1992,  6532  persons  entered  the  library.  There  were  138  new  library 
cards  registered  bringing  the  total  library  card  count  to  1028.  Items  loaned  to 
the  public  totaled  19,109.  Children  borrowed  9,341  and  67  children  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  summer  reading  program.  Adults  borrowed  over  8,818  books 
and  425  magazines.  Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind  loaned  Dighton  375  talking 
books. 

Six  videos  were  borrowed,  six  audio  cassettes,  five  computer  software 
disks  and  four  compact  music  disks  also  circulated.  Good  quality  donations 
are  accepted  as  this  collection  is  still  quite  small. 

Children’s  story  and  craft  hour  continues  thanks  to  Mrs.  Lynette  Babbitt 
as  well  as  a  group  of  very  active  volunteer  parents.  It  is  at  1:30  every  Monday. 

The  Friends  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library,  under  the  capable  direction  of 
Mrs.  Rachel  Mello,  meet  at  the  library  on  the  second  Monday  of  every  month. 
Thanks  to  lots  of  hard  work,  their  craft  fair,  Octoberfest,  book  sales  and 
fundraising  efforts  enabled  them  to  donate  a  new  television,  VCR, 
Audiovisual  Cart,  and  several  Videos.  They  also  provided  funds  for  craft 
materials  for  the  children  and  held  a  delightful  holiday  party  in  December 
which  included  crafts,  a  sing-a-long,  refreshments,  and  a  surprise  visit  from 
Santa! 

In  the  fall,  the  exterior  trim  of  the  library  was  ably  painted  by  the 
Highway  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Paul  DeMoura.  The  office 
was  painted  as  well  as  carpeted. 

Computer  classes  were  offered  in  the  fall  and  were  very  successful. 
Twenty-four  adults  registered.  Another  program  is  running  in  January  1993. 

The  Dighton  Public  Library,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  in  conjunction  with  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Regional  Library  system,  is  undergoing  a  five  year  Small 
Libraries  Planning  Process.  This  working  document,  to  be  completed  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  MBLC  by  February  1993,  will  enable  the  trustees  and  staff  to 
plan  effectively  for  the  coming  years. 
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A  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  grant  is  being  pursued  in 
conjunction  with  the  Small  Libraries  Planning  Process  and,  if  approved,  will 
provide  $5,000  to  purchase  reference  books  and  non-fiction  items  such  as 
geography,  medical,  and  science  books. 

By  the  end  of  1993  the  library  should  have  a  fully  automated  circulation 
system  and  also  be  connected  to  all  other  libraries  in  the  subregion  via  ABLE 
(Automated  Bristol  Library  Exchange).  This  will  enable  a  patron  to  come  into 
the  library,  log  on  to  the  computer  and  look  at  the  holdings  of  all  the  libraries 
in  the  subregion.  If  an  item  is  desired  that  Dighton  does  not  own,  it  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  other  libraries  in  a  matter  of  2  days  to  a  week.  Twelve  library 
directors,  including  Dighton,  wrote  a  $50,000  EOCD  grant  which  will  greatly 
offset  the  costs  of  this  online  access.  ABLE  will  eventually  extend  online 
capablilties  to  Dighton’s  school  system  giving  students  and  faculty  access  to 
over  100,000  volumes  in  the  database  as  far  as  Bridgewater,  Halifax,  Hanson 
and  Seekonk. 

Mrs.  Donna  Raposa,  assistant  librarian,  continues  the  active  reserve 
system  which  is  so  popular  at  Dighton  Public  Library.  Patrons  need  only  call 
and  a  favorite  author’s  work  will  be  put  aside.  Although  603  books  were  added 
to  the  collection,  Dighton  maintains  a  very  active  inter-library  loan  system.  In 
November  and  December  there  were  70  items  borrowed  from  other  libraries 
via  inter-library  loan  agreement. 

Construction  on  the  third  floor  by  the  young  men  at  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bramwell,  is  really  moving  along  rapidly. 
Several  donations  from  the  Dighton  Historical  Society  have  been  added.  The 
remaining  funds  in  the  MEG  &  LIG  Grants,  $1,384  and  $2,527,  are  set  aside 
for  this  project. 

On  the  second  Wednesday  afternoon  of  each  month,  at  2:15,  staff  go  to 
Lincoln  Village  and  provide  books  for  those  who  find  Lincoln  Village  a  more 
convenient  location  from  which  to  borrow.  This  service  is  not  restricted  to  Lin¬ 
coln  Village  residents.  The  large  print  book  collection  is  still  small  so  dona¬ 
tions  are  encouraged. 

The  library  is  now  open  28  hours  per  week  including  Saturday.  Increased 
Saturday  afternoon  hours  are  planned  to  enable  students  to  utilize  the 
reference  collection  and  will  be  announced  in  March.  At  a  time  when  many 
libraries  are  cutting  their  hours,  it  is  a  testimony  to  the  committment  that 
Dighton’s  citizens  have  to  their  public  library,  that  the  library  is  able  to  in¬ 
crease  hours  instead  of  decrease  them. 

The  reading  room/meeting  room  was  utilized  by  463  people.  This  room 
seats  16  and  its  use  by  town  residents  is  encouraged. 

Photocopies  can  be  made  for  10  cents  per  copy.  Money  for  photocopies 
turned  in  to  the  town  was  $90.  Fines  for  late  books  continues  at  2  cents  per 
library  day  per  book.  At  year  end  $99.24  was  collected  for  fines  and  turned 
back  to  the  town. 
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Trustees  meet  every  other  month  on  the  third  Monday  of  the  month  and 
this  meeting  is  open  to  the  public.  Many  volunteer  hours  from  Mr.  Patrick 
Menges,  Mrs.  Patricia  Gailes,  and  Mr.  Michael  Duddy  have  enabled  the 
library  to  become  a  genuine  asset  to  the  community. 

A  public  access  computer  is  available,  as  well  as  an  electric  typewriter. 
Resume  writing  workshops  are  planned  for  early  summer.  Tax  forms  are 
available  each  year.  In-house  reference  as  well  as  telephone  reference  is 
provided. 

All  those  who  have  donated  their  services,  used  books,  materials  and  cash 
donations  have  the  gratification  of  knowing  that  they  are  enabling  the  public 
library  to  continue  to  be  a  free  source  of  entertainment,  education  and  infor¬ 
mation  in  an  environment  where  costs  are  skyrocketing.  To  these  individuals 
we  convey  our  most  sincere  thanks.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  old  Dighton  Middle  School  was  finally  torn  down.  Demolition  was 
delayed  because  of  the  protests  in  the  bidding  round  by  contractors.  Resolu¬ 
tion  was  achieved. 

Construction  on  the  new  Dighton  Middle  School  was  started  during  1992. 
The  construction  is  progressing  well  ahead  of  schedule.  The  building  will  be 
completed  for  the  start  of  the  1993-1994  school  year  starting  in  September  of 
1993.  The  building  committee  and  their  clerk  of  the  works  are  doing  an  ex¬ 
cellent  job. 

A  fully  equipped  playground  now  is  located  on  the  site  of  the  old  middle 
school.  Funds  were  raised  by  the  labors  of  local  volunteers.  It  gets  plenty  of 
use. 

State  reimbursements  were  down  again.  There  were  minor  delays  in  the 
budget  cycle,  but,  once  again,  we  arrived  at  a  balanced  budget  without  too 
much  effect  on  services.  The  Commonwealth  has  not  improved  as  it  regards 
timeliness  or  shared  tax  funds. 

Alan  Huntress  and  Gary  Olney  are  newly  appointed  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Frank  G.  Costa  was  elected  for  the  third  time  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Congratulations! 

The  Solid  Waste/Recycling  Committee  has  done  a  tremendous  amount  of 
planning  and  preparatory  work  to  comply  with  the  new  state  regulations. 
Paper  drives  have,  once  again,  been  successful.  A  new  recycling  center  has 
been  constructed  and  is  in  place  awaiting  full  utilization. 

The  Highway  Department  has  re-shaped  and  stone  sealed  18,500  linear 
feet  of  road:  Horton  Street,  6,000’;  Tremont  Street,  6,200’;  and  Cedar  Street, 
6,300’.  Center  lines  on  the  roads  have  been  painted  throughout  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  town.  There  were  drainage  projects  installed  and  completed  on 
Elm  Street  and  Main  Street.  The  Highway  Department  acquired  a  new  mower 
to  do  the  sides  of  our  roads.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  thank  them  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  recycling  center  and  for  the  site  preparation,  landscaping  and 
erection  of  the  playground. 

Town  Meeting  voted  to  extend  the  sewer  line  to  Segregansett  Village. 
Construction  started  and  is  progressing  nicely.  This  was  part  of  the  original 
thinking  in  1979,  1980,  and  1981  when  the  original  sewered  area  was  done.  It 
was  not  part  of  the  original  grants  because  it  was  considered  to  be  not  cost  ef¬ 
fective.  That  thinking  has  changed.  Additionally,  the  Pleasant  Street  area 
must  be  examined  for  potential  abatement  problems. 

We  thank  Joan  Menard  and  Erv  Wall  for  representing  our  interests;  we 
also  welcome  Marc  Pacheco  as  our  newly  elected  State  Senator.  We  thank  J.  J. 
Moakley  for  his  term  of  representation;  he  is  being  replaced  by  Barney  Frank 
because  of  redistricting.  Welcome  aboard,  Barney. 
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Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted  us 
in  carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Boards,  Committees,  Com¬ 
missions  and  Operating  Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorney  Peter  B. 
Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for  their  continued  in¬ 
valuable  assistance.

Had  to  stop  1  Dock  on  River  (1992)  from  being  built  w/o  approval  of 
DEP  and  Army  Corp.  of  Eng.  Approvals  are  now  being  applied  for. 

Eel  trappers  are  still  using  our  portion  of  the  river  w/o  notification  to 
Town.  Very  difficult  to  police  this  activity  w/o  pulling  pots  or  constant 
surveillance. 

ICI  has  installed  pipe  into  River  to  replace  using  Muddy  Cove  as  vehicle 
to  have  effluent  enter  river.  A  Buoy  has  been  placed  at  end  of  pipe,  (nice  job) 

Formally  asked  that  all  moorings  be  checked  each  year  by  Yacht  Clubs,  as 
well  as  explained  to  all  Y.C. /Marinas  that  waste  oil  must  be  accounted  for. 

Placement  of  Private  Aids  To  Nav.  (Markers)  on  the  Dighton  portion  of 
the  River  are  still  holding  up. 

Dighton  Police  have  definitely  assisted  my  efforts  when  help  was  needed 
and  they  delivered  long  awaited  Env.  Police  Citations. 
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On  new/renewed  applications  Moorings  have  been  required  to  display  a  # 
so  that  no  problems  as  to  true  ownership  will  reoccur.  So  far  so  good!

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those 
children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on 
or  before  August  31.  Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will 
become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Birth  Certificate 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth  cer¬ 
tificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s 
certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough, 
measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  polio  or  a  statement  from  his/her  physician  that 
vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  also 
required  to  have  a  physical  examination. 


NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Kindergarten,  Elementary,  Middle  School,  and  High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  in 
the  District  unless  unforseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In  the 
event  of  closing,  the  information  that  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations 
WARA  (1320),  Attleboro;  WPEP  (1570),  Taunton;  WSNE  (93.3),  WPRO 
(630),  WJAR  (TV  10),  Providence;  WSAR  (1480),  Fall  River;  Dighton  Cable 
(TV  6);  and,  Rehoboth  Cable  (TV  49). 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils  residing  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the 
nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes 
are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to 
time,  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living  less  than 
the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living 
at  a  greater  distance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  1992 
calendar  year.  It  specifically  describes  the  progress  which  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  is  making  in  attaining  its  long  range  educa¬ 
tional  improvement  goals.  The  School  Committee  established  these  goals  in 
1989  to  promote  improvements  in  curriculum  and  instruction,  school  facilities, 
school/community  relations,  and  staff  development. 

School  Facilities 

In  late  June,  school  and  town  officials,  students,  teachers,  citizens,  and 
state  legislators  participated  in  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for  the  new 
Dighton  Middle  School.  The  ground  breaking  ceremony  followed  many 
months  of  planning  by  school  personnel,  the  building  committee,  and  the  ar¬ 
chitect.  Within  six  months,  the  building  had  approached  nearly  50%  comple¬ 
tion  and  its  expected  completion  date  is  June  1993.  Principal  Paul  Swett 
deserves  special  recognition  for  his  many  hours  of  work,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  responsibilities,  for  supervising  the  myriad  details  related  to  the  plan¬ 
ning  of  a  new  school. 
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In  November,  the  High  School  Building  Committee  officially  turned  over 
the  new  construction  and  renovation  of  the  high  school  to  the  school  commit¬ 
tee.  The  building  committee  postponed  the  official  completion  date  because  of 
delays  in  the  construction  and  acceptance  of  the  outdoor  track  facility. 
Members  of  the  Building  Committee  included:  Richard  Mello  and  Wallace 
Wood,  Co-Chairmen,  Norman  Arnold,  Peter  Jacobson,  and  John  Kourtesis. 
We  are  very  appreciative  for  their  long-term  commitment  and  support  of  the 
project. 

Within  fourteen  months  of  the  fire  which  destroyed  Dighton  Middle 
School,  another  fire  caused  extensive  damage  to  one  classroom  and  smoke 
damage  in  one  wing  of  the  Palmer  River  Elementary  School.  The  quick 
response  of  the  Rehoboth  Fire  Department  and  the  teachers  prevented  further 
damage  and  resulted  in  no  injuries.  Teachers  and  students  resumed  use  of  the 
classrooms  within  three  weeks. 

The  Rehoboth  K-8  School  Facilities  Committee  completed  its  work  and 
made  its  report  to  the  school  committee,  which  included  short-term  and  long¬ 
term  recommendations.  The  short-term  plan  includes  correcting  the  handicap 
accessibility  deficiencies,  completing  specific  building  maintenance  problems 
identified  in  the  report,  annually  updating  enrollment  projection  data,  school 
building  capacities,  program  and  facility  needs,  and  annually  reconvening  the 
committee  to  review  the  updated  data  and  make  other  appropriate  recommen¬ 
dations  to  the  school  committee. 

The  planning  committee  recognized  that  additional  instructional  space  is 
necessary  to  meet  existing  and  projected  school  enrollment  and  implement  the 
educational  programs  in  all  of  the  schools.  The  committee  acknowledged  that 
some  instructional  space  is  substandard,  based  on  modern  educational  criteria. 
Finally,  the  committee  admitted  that  at  some  time  a  feasibility  study  will  be 
necessary  to  guide  both  the  school  committee  and  the  town  in  correcting  these 
facility  deficiencies. 

In  its  final  report,  the  planning  committee  cited  the  uncertainty  of  state 
education  revenues,  limited  funding  for  school  building  renovation  and  con¬ 
struction  projects,  and  restrictions  in  local  financing  as  reasons  to  delay  any 
long-term  facility  improvements. 

Finally,  the  Office  of  Civil  Rights,  acting  upon  a  complaint  filed  by  a  han¬ 
dicapped  Rhode  Island  resident,  completed  an  inspection  of  the  high  school 
and  Rehoboth  schools.  Their  detailed  report  identified  violations  of  the  han¬ 
dicap  accessibility  codes.  The  administration  reviewed  the  facility  audit  and 
prepared  a  detailed  plan  for  correcting  the  deficiencies  within  three  years. 
Failure  to  correct  the  violations  will  result  in  a  yearly  loss  of  $250,000  in 
federal  assistance. 
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Staff  Development 

The  school  district  continues  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  professional 
development.  Through  a  series  of  release  day  and  full  day  programs,  out-of- 
district  workshops  and  conferences,  regularly  scheduled  grade  level  or  school 
meetings,  curriculum  workshops,  school  visitations,  graduate  level  courses, 
and  other  teacher  initiated  programs,  the  professional  staff  remains  current 
about  new  trends,  ideas  and  practices  in  improving  teaching  and  student  learn¬ 
ing. 

72%  of  the  professional  employees  possess  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  or 
higher  degree.  Forty  teachers  enrolled  in  graduate  study  courses.  Fifteen 
earned  Master  of  Arts  degree  this  year.  All  teachers  have  completed  their  pro¬ 
fessional  development  obligation  required  by  the  Collective  Bargaining  Agree¬ 
ment. 

The  themes  and  topics  offered  during  the  school  district’s  planned 
workshops  included  teaching  critical  thinking  skills,  enrichment  activities, 
stress  management,  educational  technology,  classroom  discipline,  and  hands- 
on  science  activities  for  students.  In  addition,  the  High  School  Language  Arts 
and  the  6-12  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Task  Forces  assessed  the  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  new  curricula. 

Special  Education 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  School  District  continues  to  offer  a  wide  array  of 
programs  for  the  special  education  needs  of  students.  Chapter  766,  the 
Massachusetts  law  pertaining  to  special  education,  has  recently  been  amended 
to  insure  that  special  education  students  are  educated  within  the  regular 
classroom  as  much  as  possible.  The  district  initiated  a  pre-referral  process  to 
attempt  modifications  in  the  regular  classroom  before  the  student  is  referred 
for  special  instruction.  A  recently  formed  teacher  assistance  team  at  Dighton 
Elementary  School  works  with  other  teachers  to  identify  ways  to  modify  in¬ 
struction,  increase  motivation,  and  deal  appropriately  with  student  behaviors 
which  might  interfere  with  teaching  and  learning.  Special  education  teachers  at 
the  elementary  school  level  are  now  providing  direct  support  and  services  in 
the  regular  classroom. 

The  number  of  children  requiring  in-district,  special  education  services 
declined  from  552  students  at  the  end  of  the  1991-92  school  year  to  455 
students  at  the  beginning  of  the  1992-93  school  year.  The  number  of  out-of¬ 
district  placements  increased  by  nine  students  which  resulted  in  a  $25,000  total 
increase  in  the  costs  for  out-of-district  placements. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Council  for  Special  Education  continues  to  assist 
parents  with  problems  and  issues  related  to  special  education.  This  group, 
which  meets  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  high  school,  provides 
information  and  is  an  active  forum  for  parents.  It  is  a  highly  supportive  group 
which  provides  speakers,  newsletters,  special  programs,  and  a  library  of 
resource  material  on  special  education. 
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Curriculum 

Following  one  year  of  intensive  study,  two  curriculum  task  forces  com¬ 
posed  of  teachers,  administrators,  and  parents  presented  revisions  in  the 
grades  6-12  social  studies  programs  and  the  high  school  English  program  to  the 
school  committee.  These  programs  became  fully  implemented  at  the  beginning 
of  the  1992-93  school  year.  The  high  school  will  continue  its  review  of  the 
social  studies  program. 

A  special  task  force  studied  enrichment  activity  opportunities  in  instruc¬ 
tion  and  curriculum.  The  report  of  this  task  force  included  specific  recommen¬ 
dations  for  increasing  and  improving  enrichment  activities  for  all  children  in 
the  district.  It  emphasized  the  need  for  staff  training  and  special  personnel  to 
assist  teachers  in  providing  enrichment  programs  in  the  classrooms. 

Three  new  curriculum  task  forces  initiated  a  study  of  three  other  cur¬ 
riculum  areas  in  September,  1992.  These  included  the  K-12  Art  Curriculum, 
the  K-8  Language  Arts  Curriculum,  and  Technology  Education. 

School  and  Community  Relations 

The  school  principals  have  made  effective  use  of  news  media  to  keep  both 
parents  and  other  citizens  informed  about  school  activities  and  student  ac¬ 
complishments.  The  Rehoboth  PTSA  and  the  Dighton  PTO  continue  to  pro¬ 
vide  on-going  support  for  the  schools.  In  September,  the  Rehoboth  PTSA  im¬ 
plemented  an  “After  School  Options  Program.”  This  program  provides  a 
variety  of  enriching  and  exciting  recreational  and  enrichment  programs  for 
elementary  age  school  children. 

To  achieve  the  goal  of  improved  public  relations  and  communication,  the 
district  is  more  meaningfully  and  gradually  involving  parents  and  other  com¬ 
munity  representatives  in  the  mainstreaming  of  school  change  and  manage¬ 
ment.  Parents  are  active  participants  in  every  curriculum  task  force.  Parents 
and  other  citizens  actively  participate  as  members  of  the  Community  Health 
Education  Advisory  Committee.  The  high  school  principal  has  initiated 
monthly  meetings  with  parents  to  keep  them  informed  and  involved  in  the  life 
of  the  school.  Each  principal  is  currently  organizing  a  School  Advisory  Coun¬ 
cil,  composed  of  teachers,  parents,  and  other  community  representatives. 
These  councils  provide  the  principal  with  feedback  and  advice  on  important 
decisions  or  school  issues. 

The  school  district  has  made  significant  progress  in  achieving  its  long¬ 
term  improvement  goals.  There  is  a  strong  sense  of  pride  in  all  of  our  schools. 
Our  accomplishments  and  student  achievements  are  due  to  the  continued  local 
financial  support  of  our  schools,  the  extraordinary  work  of  our  dedicated  and 
capable  teachers,  support  staff  and  administrators,  as  well  as  the  leadership 
and  support  of  a  superb  school  committee.  I  am  proud  to  serve  as  your 
superintendent!

PERSONNEL 

The  following  changes  took  effect  for  this  school  year: 

1.  Mrs.  Wendy  Rutkowski  began  her  first  full  year  as  the  art  teacher  at 
Dighton  Middle  School.  Mrs.  Rutkowski  is  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State 
College  and  had  previously  taught  at  Weymouth  Junior  High  School. 

2.  Mr.  Richard  Carney  retired  from  his  position  of  art  teacher  at  Dighton 
Middle  School.  Mr.  Carney  gave  22  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  students 
of  Dighton  and  will  be  fondly  remembered  by  all. 

3.  Mr.  Frederick  Stinson,  a  Dighton  Middle  School  teacher,  returned  to 
the  classroom  after  a  one  year  leave  of  absence.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Reardon  who 
had  replaced  Mr.  Stinson  was  recalled  to  her  position  in  the  Norton  Schools. 

4.  Miss  Stephanie  Borden  resigned  her  position  as  middle  school  special 
education  teacher  in  June.  Miss  Borden  married  during  the  summer  and 
relocated. 

5.  Miss  Susan  Macienski  was  hired  as  the  new  special  education  teacher  at 
Dighton  Middle  School.  Miss  Macienski  is  a  recent  graduate  of  Rhode  Island 
College. 

6.  Mr.  Peter  Bertucci  resigned  his  position  of  school  psychologist  in 
Dighton  to  take  a  similar  position  in  Sandwich,  MA. 

7.  Mr.  William  Wade  became  the  new  school  psychologist  in  Dighton. 
Mr.  Wade  earned  his  advanced  degree  from  Rhode  Island  College.  For  the 
past  18  years,  he  had  been  a  special  education  teacher  at  Dighton-Rehoboth 
High  School.

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  district  has  adopted  a  new  middle  school 
social  studies  program  beginning  this  school  year.  In  this  new  curriculum,  the 
students  will  take  World  Studies  during  the  sixth  grade  and  half  of  the  seventh 
grade.  During  the  second  half  of  the  seventh  grade  and  all  of  the  eighth  grade, 
the  students  will  take  U.S.  Studies .  This  program  was  recommended  after  a 
year  of  research  and  study  by  the  committee  assigned  to  the  task. 
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As  part  of  the  school  district’s  ongoing  program  of  curriculum  evaluation 
and  revision,  the  following  committees  are  in  operation  for  the  1992-93  school 
year:  Language  Arts  (K-8)  and  Art  (K-12).  Again,  those  committees  will  study 
the  current  research  in  the  field,  review  what  we  are  presently  doing,  and  make 
recommendations  for  any  changes  in  our  curriculum. 

Another  committee  that  met  during  the  1991-92  school  year  was  the 
Enrichment  Task  Force.  Their  job  was  to  determine  in  what  ways  we  were 
enriching  the  curriculum  for  all  students  and  make  recommendations  for 
strategies  to  be  employed  in  the  future.  One  of  the  fruits  of  their  efforts  was 
the  planning  of  a  whole  day  in-service  workshop  in  November  entitled  “The 
Teaching  of  Thinking.” 

I  would  like  to  make  special  note  of  the  fact  that  in  our  district’s  cur¬ 
riculum  review  process,  a  parent  from  each  town  is  included  as  a  member  of 
every  committee.  The  following  parents  from  Dighton  served  on  the  above 
mentioned  committees:

As  these  scores  indicate,  we  were  on  or  above  the  state  average  in  all 
areas.  Any  difference  of  50  points  or  more  is  considered  significant.  Thus,  our 
Dighton  eighth  graders  scored  significantly  higher  than  the  rest  of  the  state  in 
the  areas  of  reading  and  math. 
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Also,  in  April  of  1992,  the  students  in  Grades  2,  5,  and  7  took  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Achievement  Tests.

I  hereby  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report  as  the  Supervising  Principal 
of  the  Anawan/Palmer  River  Schools  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December 
31,  1992. 

PERSONNEL 

With  the  retirements  this  past  June  of  Mrs.  Priscilla  Gallerani  and  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Fiske,  a  number  of  position  changes  occurred  at  Anawan/Palmer 
River  School.  Mrs.  Alyce  Crowell  transferred  from  the  resource  room  at 
Anawan  to  the  second  grade  at  Palmer  River.  Mrs.  Patricia  Bergeron  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  resource  room  at  Palmer  River  to  the  resource  room  at 
Anawan.  Mrs.  Loretta  MacDonald  transferred  from  a  grade  four  to  a  grade 
three  teaching  position.  Ms.  Diane  Bartley  was  appointed  to  the  resource  room 
at  Palmer  River.  While  her  background  is  special  education,  Ms.  Bartley’s 
primary  goal  is  to  co-teach  with  regular  classroom  teachers.  Ms.  Karen  Wir- 
tanen  is  filling  the  grade  one  position  vacated  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Deschene  who  is 
on  leave  of  absence.  Mrs.  Libby  Salve  left  Palmer  River  and  is  aiding  staff  and 
children  at  Anawan. 

CURRICULUM 

The  process  of  curriculum  renewal  continues  to  have  a  positive  impact  on 
staff  and  children  at  Anawan/Palmer  River.  The  infusion  of  the  reading  cur¬ 
riculum,  while  still  in  its  infancy,  provides  opportunities  for  all  aspects  of  the 
reading  process  to  be  learned  through  a  literary  experience.  This  approach  has 
shown  to  be  most  beneficial  in  the  learning  process  as  well  as  being  very  en¬ 
joyable  for  students.  Many  teachers  are  using  the  literary  selections  as  a  basis 
for  language  arts  experiences.  The  developmental  approach  to  learning 
activities  continues  to  show  benefits  for  all  children  in  our  kindergarten  pro¬ 
gram. 

While  each  year  a  new  curriculum  is  examined  and  infused,  the  excitement 
of  previous  infused  curriculum  has  not  lessened.  The  value  of  the  social  studies 
program  in  teaching  students  to  reach  out  and  help  in  some  community  activi¬ 
ty  has  shown  to  be  a  valuable  life  long  lesson.  Recent  work  by  students  have 
aided  senior  citizens,  local  food  banks,  and  less  fortunate  children  in  hurricane 
torn  Florida. 

In  previous  years,  the  after  school  program  offered  a  few  activities  for 
students.  While  these  activities  continued  this  year,  the  PTSA  After  School 
Options  Program  gave  new  meaning  to  the  word  options.  It  was  possible  for  a 
student  at  Anawan/Palmer  River  to  be  active  each  day  in  an  after  school  pro¬ 
gram.  The  selection  included  a  wide  variety  of  activities  from  counted  cross 
stitch,  beachball  volleyball,  to  developing  and  performing  a  stage  production. 
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STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENTS 

The  results  from  the  California  Achievement  Tests  continue  to  reflect  the 
success  of  our  curriculum  and  instruction.  This  national  standardized  test, 
given  to  students  in  grade  two,  indicates  that  our  students  score  significantly 
above  the  national  norms  in  all  areas  tested.  The  addition  of  unit  testing  to  our 
reading  program  insures  that  skills  which  are  not  mastered  can  be  identified 
and  remediated.  The  recent  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Tests  in¬ 
dicate  that  our  fourth  grade  students  are  at  the  state  level  in  most  areas.  We  are 
not  satisfied  with  being  average,  and  are  investigating  the  results  in  order  to 
further  enhance  our  programs  and  test  scores. 

TEACHER  ACHIEVEMENT 

Ten  teachers  successfully  completed  their  Masters  I  Creative  Arts  in 
Teaching  from  Lesley  College  this  past  June.  The  results  of  their  work  is  clear¬ 
ly  noted  in  these  teachers’  classrooms. 

Many  staff  members  continue  to  further  their  education  through  worth¬ 
while  workshops  and  college  courses.  The  development  of  educational 
knowledge  is  not  stagnant,  nor  are  the  members  of  Anawan/Palmer  River 
staff.  In  this  time  when  enrollment  is  continually  increasing  and  the  facilities 
are  being  taxed  to  their  limit,  the  need  for  diverse  solutions  to  continuing  prob¬ 
lems  are  being  examined  by  a  knowledgeable,  dedicated  staff. 

The  Anawan/Palmer  River  School  family  is  proud  of  its  past  ac¬ 
complishments  in  instruction,  meeting  needs  of  all  children,  and  offering  op¬ 
portunities  for  parental  involvement  and  decision  making.  This  spirit  is 
enhanced  by  the  thousands  of  volunteer  hours  made  possible  through  the 
PTSA’s  Rehoboth  School  Volunteer  Program.

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Dorothy  L. 
Beckwith  School,  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1992. 

Personnel  Changes 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  during  this  calendar  year: 

Mr.  Richard  Medeiros  became  the  new  assistant  principal  at  Beckwith. 
Mr.  Medeiros  came  to  us  from  Case  Junior  High  School  where  he  was  a 
science  teacher  and  coordinator  of  many  student  activities. 
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Ms.  Jennifer  Simmons,  whose  job  had  been  eliminated  at  Dighton  Junior 
High  School,  returned  to  teaching  in  a  grade  five  position  at  Beckwith.  Ms. 
Simmons  teaches  reading,  mathematics,  and  language  arts. 

Ms.  Debra  Whitney  was  hired  to  teach  general  music  and  direct  the 
choruses.  Ms.  Whitney  has  a  strong  background  in  music  as  a  performer,  in 
addition  to  her  formal  education  in  music. 

Curriculum  and  Other  Programs 

A  new  curricula  social  studies  was  implemented  for  September  of  1992. 
The  curriculum  was  developed  by  a  curriculum  task  force  working  throughout 
the  1991-92  school  year,  as  part  of  the  school  district’s  five  year  curriculum 
revision  plan.  Another  task  force  addressed  the  issues  of  enrichment  and  gifted 
and  talented  education,  developing  a  report  that  will  serve  as  a  blueprint  for 
future  planning  in  those  areas. 

A  new  study  skills  program  was  implemented  in  grade  six,  seven,  and 
eight  for  the  1992-1993  school  year.  The  program  is  designed  as  a  follow-up  to 
the  strong  grade  five  study  skills  program.  The  new  program  involves  the  use 
of  School  Agendas  by  all  students.  School  assignments  are  recorded  in  the 
Agendas  and  students  are  taught  how  to  use  them  as  planning  tools.  Written 
communication  with  parents  is  easily  done  through  the  Agendas. 

A  varied  and  well-attended  after-school  activities  program  continues  to  be 
offered  to  students.  Activities  are  offered  in  areas  sports,  art,  crafts,  board 
games,  as  well  as  in  many  other  areas. 

Interscholastic  sports  programs  are  offered  in  basketball  (boys  and  girls), 
baseball  (boys),  and  softball  (girls). 

The  Student  Council  continues  to  be  an  active  and  positive  part  of  the 
school  that  works  not  only  within  the  school,  but  reaches  out  to  the  communi¬ 
ty  as  well. 

The  Peer  Leaders  was  started  this  year  and  has  proven  to  be  an  active  and 
strong  voice  in  helping  students  say  “no”  to  the  dangers  of  drugs  and  alcohol. 
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Student  Achievements 

Many  Beckwith  students  distinguished  themselves  in  academics,  extracur¬ 
ricular  activities,  and  activities  outside  of  school. 

The  Spelling  and  Mathematics  Teams  always  seem  to  place  in  the 
Massasoit  League  competitions.  Our  athletic  teams  were  competitive  and 
hard-working. 

The  Massasoit  Athletic  League  principals  led  a  movement  to  deemphasize 
the  competitive  aspects  of  the  league  and  to  emphasize  participation  and 
sportsmanship  as  an  initial  step  to  bringing  the  league’s  philosophy  more  in 
line  with  current  thinking  in  middle  school  education. 

Many  of  our  students,  with  encouragement  and  guidance  from  their 
English  teachers,  entered  writing  contests  sponsored  by  newspapers  and 
publications,  and  did  very  well. 

Good  Citizenship  Awards,  presented  to  two  eighth  graders  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  were  received  by  Artemis  Christodulou  and  David  Weeden. 

State  Basic  Skills  tests  were  not  administered  to  grade  six  students  because 
of  cutbacks  in  the  state  budget. 

The  California  Achievement  Tests  were  administered  to  grades  five  and 
seven.  The  results  were: 

Grade  Five  —  test  taken  at  grade  5.7 
Reading  —  grade  7.3 
Math  —  grade  5.9 

Grade  Seven  —  test  taken  at  grade  7.7 
Reading  —  grade  9.9 
Math  —  grade  9.3 

Massachusetts  Assessment  Tests  were  given  to  grade  eight  in  the  spring  ot 
1992.  The  results  showed  that  our  students  scored  well  above  the  state  averages 
in  reading,  mathematics,  science  and  social  studies. 

Teacher  Achievements 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  Beckwith  continue  to  work  hard  and  to  provide 
fine  instruction  for  our  students.  Their  dedication  and  concern  for  children 
make  them  a  pleasure  to  work  with  and  to  know. 

Many  teachers  continue  to  better  themselves  through  attendance  at 
workshops  and  coursework.  The  school  district’s  goals  include  a  commitment 
to  staff  development  that  is  both  encouraging  to  staff  and  beneficial  for  our 
students. 
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School  Community  Relations 

An  active  and  caring  parents’  organization  serves  the  students  of 
Rehoboth  in  grades  K-8.  At  the  middle  school,  the  PTSA  provides  enrichment 
programs  for  all  grade  levels.  In-school  programs  as  well  as  field  trips  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  offerings.  Many  of  our  most  important  enrichment  programs  are 
the  result  of  the  hard  work  and  financial  support  of  the  PTSA. 

Our  students  and  staff  recognize  and  appreciate  the  many  wonderful  pro¬ 
grams  as  well  as  assistance  provided  through  the  PTSA. 

Parent  and  community  volunteers  make  possible  the  Great  Books  pro¬ 
gram  offered  each  year.  All  volunteers  are  trained  to  teach  Great  Books  and 
contribute  their  time  working  with  teachers  in  classrooms. 

The  Lion’s  Club  contributes  money  and  materials  to  help  support  the 
QUEST  self-esteem  and  drug  and  alcohol  program. 

The  Rehoboth  Police  and  Fire  Departments  work  closely  with  the  school 
in  providing  fire  and  bus  safety  programs  as  well  as  support  and  cooperation 
throughout  the  year. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  help  and  support  we  receive  from  community 
organizations  and  individuals. 

Concluding  Remarks 

Each  year  seems  to  bring  increased  financial  strain  for  schools  and  towns. 
The  Beckwith  School  has  been  fortunate  to  enjoy  community  support  for  its 
programs  through  the  budgets  passed  at  town  meeting.  We  hope  to  continue  to 
receive  your  support  for  quality  education  for  our  students.  We  appreciate 
your  recognition  of  the  importance  of  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE 

DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


As  principal  of  the  high  school,  I  hereby  submit  my  21st  annual  report  for 
the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1992.  On  October  1  we  had  739 
students  enrolled  —  187  in  grade  12,  186  in  grade  11,  200  in  grade  10  and  166 
in  grade  9.  In  1991  we  had  761  students  enrolled;  next  year  it  is  projected  that 
we  will  have  776. 


CLASS  OF  1992 

This  senior  class  had  190  students:  171  of  whom  graduated,  4  did  not  meet 
graduation  requirements,  and  15  withdrew  during  the  school  year.  Dighton 
had  71  students,  Rehoboth  118  and  there  was  1  tuition  student.  Of  the  171 
graduates  126  went  on  to  further  education  (74%),  41  went  to  work  (24%)  and 
4  went  into  the  services  (2%). 

Student  Achievements 

Sara  Gaucher  was  named  the  Robert  T.  Roy  Medal  winner  as  the 
Outstanding  Member  of  the  Senior  Class. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to  38 
members  of  the  Class  of  1993  and  4  members  received  awards  and  certificates 
for  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  of  their  4  years  of  high  school. 

A  total  of  109  seniors  took  the  College  Board  SAT’s.  The  mean  verbal 
score  was  456  and  the  mean  math  score  was  502;  the  verbal  mean  for  Mass, 
was  428  and  the  national  423;  the  math  mean  for  Mass,  was  474  and  the  na¬ 
tional  476. 

Scholarships 

Cary  Hollingshead  received  the  9th  annual  Mustard  Seed  Scholarship  of 
$8,000  for  each  of  her  4  years  at  college  for  a  total  of  $32,000. 

The  Citizens’  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  96  scholarships  to 
members  of  this  class  who  are  attending  schools  of  higher  learning.  They  also 
awarded  5  grants  to  students  graduating  from  the  Vocational  School.  Awards 
amounted  to  more  than  $38,000. 
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PERSONNEL  CHANGES 


Mrs.  Beverly  Freitas,  a  Portuguese/Spanish  instructor,  was  added  to  the 
Foreign  Language  Department  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Jacquart,  a  French/Latin  instructor,  who  previously  taught 
in  Texas  was  added  to  replace  Mrs.  Joanna  Alden  who  left. 

Mr.  William  Wade,  Special  Needs  counselor,  left  to  assume  the  position 
of  School  Psychologist  for  the  Dighton  Schools.  Mrs.  Jane  Hunt  returned 
from  a  leave  of  absence  to  fill  his  position. 

Ms.  Susan  Waletkus,  Physical  Education  instructor,  upon  expiration  of 
her  leave  of  absence,  resigned  to  pursue  a  Chiropractic  degree  in  Georgia. 

CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  English  Department  completely  revised  its  Language  Arts  curriculum 
to  adopt  the  Whole  Language  approach  and  new  textbooks  were  purchased  for 
all  4  grades  and  levels  within  those  grades. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  revised  all  courses  so  that  the  instruc¬ 
tional  focus  was  placed  on  oral  proficiency  rather  than  a  grammarical  ap¬ 
proach.  Additional  items  of  interest:  (1)  Twelve  students  from  Lyon,  France 
will  visit  D-R  for  2  weeks  beginning  April  14.  They  will  visit  classrooms  for 
one  week  and  tour  the  area  the  next.  (2)  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Portuguese 
classes,  a  trip  to  Portugal  has  been  scheduled  for  the  week  of  April  vacation. 
The  trip  was  opened  to  all  interested  individuals. 

The  Whittle  Communication  Company  installed  televisions  in  each  of  42 
classrooms  throughout  the  high  school  at  no  cost.  The  Whittle  Network  pro¬ 
duces  a  12-minute  news  program  that  is  geared  to  teen-agers  and  shown  each 
morning  in  homeroom.  The  television  is  also  used  for  showing  cable  programs 
or  a  VCR  can  be  hooked-up  to  view  other  instructional  materials  in  the 
classroom. 

The  Media  Center  was  completely  computerized;  all  20,000  volumes  are 
now  able  to  be  accessed  by  computer  search.  In  addition,  all  students  and  staff 
members  are  also  entered  into  the  computer  to  simplify  checking  out  books. 
All  current  sophomores  and  freshmen  have  been  given  instruction  to  enable 
them  to  conduct  their  own  searches  on  the  computer  terminals.  Searches  can 
be  made  by  auther,  title,  publisher,  a  phrase  or  keyword,  etc.  The  Media 
Center  is  now  open  each  school  day  until  4  p.m.  to  provide  additional  access  to 
students. 

A  Parents’  Networking  Workshop  under  the  auspices  of  Corinne 
Pridham,  School  Psychologist,  was  held  to  assist  parents  to  develop  skills  that 
will  enable  them  to  interact  with  other  parents  to  provide  a  safe  environment 
for  their  sons  and  daughters  by  the  establishment  of  a  parent  communication 
network.  The  workshop  also  provided  parents  with  skills  in  knowing  how  to 
set  rules,  guidelines  and  general  limits. 

Business  Department  Chairperson  Mary  Carter  attended  a  week-long 
workshop  in  Atlanta  that  trained  her  to  run  the  IBM  Computer  Lab  and  in 
turn  enabled  her  to  train  the  other  members  of  the  Business  Department.  All 
students  who  take  keyboarding  at  D-R  do  so  now  on  computers. 
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CONCLUSION 


The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  completed  its 
evaluation  of  the  high  school  in  October.  The  final  report  will  be  made 
available  to  the  general  public  in  early  1993.  The  evaluation  is  required  every 
10  years  to  retain  accreditation.  The  accreditation  process  covers  all  of  the 
school  curriculum,  activities,  services  and  standards  of  membership.  When  the 
report  is  available,  public  notice  will  be  made  through  the  area  newspapers  and 
our  Parents’  Bulletin. 

We  provided  room  this  year  at  the  high  school  for  the  current  8th  graders 
of  Dighton.  The  size  of  the  incoming  6th  grade  was  so  large  that  the  facilities 
in  Somerset  could  not  have  accommodated  all  in  a  good  educational  environ¬ 
ment.  We  are  happy  to  be  in  a  position  to  assist  them  in  their  time  of  need  but 
know  that  Dighton  residents  eagerly  await  the  opening  of  their  new  middle 
school  in  September  1993. 

Our  ongoing  efforts  are  now  being  geared  up  to  develop  a  system-wide 
program  to  prepare  our  students  for  the  education  that  they  will  need  in  the 
21st  century.  Part  of  this  process  will  require  the  input  not  only  of  parents  of 
school-age  children  but  also  citizens  of  our  communities  who  have  an  interest 
in  education  in  general.  We  hope  that  many  of  you  will  volunteer  to  serve 
when  the  call  goes  out.
